VICTIM UNCONSCIOUS AT HOSPITAL 


The police were notified at 10:30 o' clock lest 
night from the Saratoga hotel that a woman 
nad just been murdered there. Detective 
Andrew Holmes reached the scene five min- 
utes later, He was taken to room 400, the 
door of which had been forced open some time 
before by employés under the direction of 
J. K Bebree, the owner of the hotel. 

There, half dressed on d bed, was. a woman. 
Her heir was gray and she apparently was 
past 50 years of age. She was alive but in 
violent convulsions. The bed clothing was

Marked Passage in Bible Found.

Registered at Hotel with Man. 

After having made his preliminary exam- 
ination of the room, Detective Holmes began 
to question the hotel emptoyés, who had ar- 
rived before him. The first thing he learned 
was that the women had come to the hotel 
with a man. He had registered for both of 
them as “ George Remnee and wife, Detroit.” 
They had arrived at about 1 o'clock yesterday 
afternoon and had gone immediately to the 
room, which ig on the fourth floor. 

The man was never seen afterwaré so far 
as is known, 

Nothing further had been heard from the 
couple until about 8 p. m. Then the house- 
keeper, Miss Alice Riley, heard what she 
thought were groans from room 400. She 
Ustened and the sounds died away. Half an 
hour later she had heard the sounds. Again, 
while she Mstened, they ceased. 

Noon after 10 o'clock Dr. Blake went to 
the fourth floor to attend a patient. As he 
passed room 408 he aleo heard groans. He 
stopped and Metened and they ceased. He 
attended his patient and as he came into the 
corridor he again heard groans— He sum- 
moned J. F. McOue, the house officer. McCue 
listened for a time, sent for the master key 
and opened the door. 


Turns to Bible for Clew. 
Having satisfied himself an attempt had 
been made to murder the woman and that 
the assassin hed escaped, Detective Holmes 
turned his attention to the Bible. Opening 
it at random he came across the following 
marked passage from Deuteronomy 21: 

If one be found slain in the land which 
the Lord thy God giveth thee to possess 
it, lying in the field, and it be not knows 
who hath slain him: 

Then thy elders and thy judges Shall 
come forth and they shall measure unto 
the cities which are round about him that 
is slain. 

In Deuteronomy 19 he found the following 
marked passage: 

And thine eye shall not pity, but life 
shall go for life, eye for eye, tooth for 
tooth, hand for hand, foot for foot. 

In Numbers 31 he found the following 
marked verse: 

Now therefore kill every male among 
the little Gnes and kill every woman that 
hath known man. 

There were many other marked passages. 


Personal Effects Found in Room. 

Holmes, who, in the meantime, had been 
joined by Detective Charles Johnson, then 
begdn a more minute examination of the 
personal effects in the room. 

A suit of underwear and a single plaited 
bosom, white shirt was all the man’s clothing 
found. The shirt collar was a 17% size and 
the underwear was for a big man. It was 
marked J. C.“ of “F.C.” There also was 
a bottle of whisky. The woman's cloth- 
ing consisted of a calico. skirt, black 
satin waist, a long black coat, a well 
worn black silk skirt, and a black hat with 
short black plumes. A nearly new leather 
gorge ‘eoritained the Man's garments. — . 

The hotel signature of the man on the reg- . 
ister gave the detectives new food for con- 
jecture. The surname was written Remnee 
or Remner, the final letter being tndistinct.

MEN FROM PRISON 
Run Once in The Tribune,” It 


Joliet Convicts. 


MEANS MUCH TO SOCIETY. 


Tut TRIBUNE takes pleasure in introduc- 
ing to its readers this morning the first 
want ad of America. It reads as follows: 

Situation Wanted— Work for paroled 
coirvict, who, under the law, cannot de 
released from prison until guaranteed 
eteady employment for one year. A will- 
ing worker who wants to begin over 
again. Address Callahan & Callahan. 

This ad was inserted about thirty days 
ago. It appeared in only one day's editions. 
It occupied an inconspicuous place among 
thousands of other ads. There was nothing 
about it to attract attention except the po- 
tency of its appeal to human sympathy. 
Yet the publication has brought about the 
beginning of the salvation of eight convicts 
at the Joliet penitentiary. 


Paroled, but Unable to Get Out. 


Callahan & Callahan, who inserted the ad- 
vertisement, are attorneys with offices in the 
Ashland block. A part of their practice had 
‘consisted in responding to the appeals of 
clients who had relatives in the state prison 
paroled by the board of pardons, but unable 
to gain liberty because they could not assure 
the pardon board that after they got “ out- 
aide they would have steady jobs. 

The board of pardon’s rules make it impera- 

tive that the convict who goes out of the 
prison on parole shal! furnish proot positive 
that he shall have a steady job for at least one 
year. 
For a long time the attorneys had been un- 
able to provide these steady jobs. Many men, 
as a consequence, who were legaliy entitled to 
their freedom were compelled to remain in 
prison. Finally the lawyers hit upon the ex- 
pedient of using THE TRIBUNE want columns, 
The results that followed formed the highest 
kind of a tribute to the philanthropy of the 
readers of this newspaper. 


First Man Freed “Makes Good.“ 

The name of the man for whom the first 
job was sought was given as Wilson L. Tre- 
mayne. That Was not his real name nor that 
under which he is now known in Chicago, nor 
can any of the men reférred to in this story 
be recognized by the names as published. 

On the day that the ad was published Wii- 
son L. Tremayne ’’ was offered jobs by nearly 
100 persons. The men who were willing to 
„ take a chance with Tremayne began mak- 
ing their early in the morning. 
They kept it up all through the working day, 
and CaNehan & Callahan even had calls over 
the telephone at night. 

One of these jobs finally was selected by 
„ Tremarne. He was released from prison 
and went to work. He has made good.“ 

When Tremayne was placed the attor- 
neys thought that ended the incident. They 
were mistaken. Once started on the job of 
reforming ex-convicta, the ad kept right at it. 
Although it never was printed again, offers 
to furnish jobs for paroled prisoners contin- 
ued to pour in on Callahan & Callahan. 


Lawyer: Help Ad’s Usefulness. 

Finding the ad insisted on making a rec. 
ord for usefulness the lawyers concluded to 
help out. They bent down to Joliet and made 
an investigation. They found that J. H. 
Weber, a forger, wae still in the penitentiary. 
although he hed been offered his parole four 
months before. None of his friends or rela-

They are working in Chi- 
cago and their employers say that they have 
not been able to tell the difference between 
them and any other useful citizens. 
| Two other prisoners are to be paroled to 

jobs furnished by the want ad in a few days. 
The employers aré waiting for them and 
they will go to work as soon as their parole 
papers are handed to them. 

Meanwhile ** the first want ad of America "’ 
is still busy vindicating its right to the 
title. Asa matter of fact it has more jobs 
on hand right now than there are paroled 
convicts to fill them.

SURGEONS OPEN 
WAR ON CANCER 


Committee Named to Start 
Through the Press. 


| WILL WIPE OUT FRIGHT. 


New York, Nov. 14.—With the statement 
that practically 25 per cent of the women af- 
fiicted with a form of cancer peculiar to the 
sex can be cured permanently if the disease 
is treated in its early stages, the clinical con- 
gress of surgeons at its meeting tonight in 
the Academy of Music, Brooklym, took steps 
to start a crusade of publicity throughout 
the country which, it is believed, will heip 
largely to check the ravages of the usualiy 
fatal malady. 

A committee of five leading gynecologists 
of the United States was appointed to begin 
the fight at once and to report at the next 
congress. This committee was instructed to 
write or have written articles to be published 
in the daily press and weekly or monthly 
megazines to prove most expedient in dis- 
seminating the information. 


Personnel of Committee. 

The committee appointed is Dr. Thomas 8. 
Cullen, chairman, associate professor of gyn- 
ecology at Johns Hopkins, Baltimore; Dr. 
Howard C. Taylor of Columbia; Dr. C. Jet 
Millér of Tulane university, New Orleans; 
Dr. F. F. Simpson, one of the leading abdom- 
inal surgeons of Pittsburgh, and Dr. E. C. 
Dudley of. Chicago. 

Dr. Cullen, who read a paper on Radical 
Operation for Cancer of the Cervix,” has 
explained previously the necessity for sucha 
campaign. 

“The reason why so many women die of 
cancer, he said, ie because they concea! 
their symptoms too long. When they finally 
go to the physician for diagnosis they are too 
late for any cure. From 20 to 25 per cent of 
cures could be effected by the radical Weith- 
heim operation if it were done in time 


Taken as Matter of Course. 

“Ten or fifteen years ago, when we had 
patients with appendicitis, it was with the 
utmost difficulty that we persuaded them to 
undergo an operation. Now, when we tell 
a patient that he or she has appendicitis, al- 
most the first question asked is: ‘ Well, doc- 
tor, what is the best hospital for me to go 
to?” The disease is tab nowadays almost 
as a matter of course. 

„ Now, that is precisely what we want 
to do with cancer. We want to educate the 
people. especially the women, up to the point 
where they will view cancer exactly as they 
do appendicitis now. It is high time for 
women, and the newspapers, too, to lay aside 
prudery and to look at the facts squarely.”

None of them will make « 
crucial question of any issue which does not 
affect its oWn vital interests. They will be 
obliged to deal with the problem as a whole, 
each one seeking to drive an advantaged 
bargain. 

Austria is keen to have the lues examined 
by a united Europe, unanimous at least in 
striving. for a permanent settlement based 
upon an all around compromise. With this 
object it has made sacrifices which six weeks 
ago nobody would have believed possible. 

The Sanjak of Novi Bazar was thought te 
be an earmark for annexation, Saloniki was 
predestined to become an Austro-Hungarian 
seaport, and Albania was to be elther m- 
corporated or protected. Austria. therefore, 
who has thus contributed materially and un- 
expectedly to safeguard the European peace 
is confident that the other powers, which 
now belaud its efforts, will also codperate 
wholeheartedly in unraveling the tangled 
skein ot international interests, for only 
then can a practical solution be permanent. 


United States Will Work Miracles. 

A most favorable opportunity now offers 
for a combined and purposeful aétion by Eu- 
rope, which, if adopted, would work mira- 
cles. Already the seemingly impossible has 
come to pass in the case of one power. If 
statesmen could but get beyond the narrow 
confines of their respective groups a pacific 
revolution in international politics might 


result, and at any rate one source of peren- | 


nial danger to peace would be scaled. Al- 
ready more has been achieved than remains 
to attempt. 

Moreover, the powers seem favorably dis- 
posed. Austria-Hungary has given the ex- 
ample, Russia is emulating, Bulgaria is pre- 
paring to get the better of its national ego- 
tism and deserves the enduring friendship 
of Roumania, while even Servia, disillu- 
gioned but nowise humiliated, seems to be 
slowly settling down to a sense of the reali- 

les and is about to acquire a claim to polit- 
ical wiedom—and they are the principal act- 
ors in the drama. 

Why should not others who are less closely 
concerned resonate to these? One of the 
greatest hindrances to this consummation 
would be the conv ocation of an 3 
conference. 


Businesslike Methods Needed. 

Austria, while recognizing that certain of 
the objections to this form of an European 
council, which obtained four years ago, has 
disappeared, today deems them “sufficiently 
numerous and formidable to warrant the 
powers seeking other less theatrical, less 
dangerous, and more businesslike modes of 
exchanging views and arriving at a helpful 
decision. and this judgment, which has un- 
dergone no modification in Austria or Hun- 
gary since Count d@’Aehrenthal’s days, is 
now concurred in by Germany, and will pre- 
sumably militate efficaciously against an 
European congress. 

The officia) explanation of the transport of 
the Austrian military recruits is received 
everywhere ae absolutely dorreet, but at 
the same time the Serbs will recognize the 
measure as one of those stones which k 
two birds simultaneously.

CONSTANTINOPLE, Nov. 14.—The Turk- 
ich naval gunners are doing great execution 
among the Bulgarian troops attacking the 
‘Tehatalja fortifications, according to a re- 
port from the commander of the Turkish 
‘cruiser Hamidieh. 

The squadron lying off Bogados on the 
coast of the Sea of Marmora, he says, found

CONSTANTINOPLE, Nov. 14.—Cholera is 
extending alarmingly among the troops. The 
cases are reckoned by the hundreds, while 
among the refugees there are even more vic- 


In Constantinople, adds the dispatch, the 
disease is dificult to control. One train alone 
brought 160 patients from San Stefang They 
Were conveyed to the lasaretto at Beycos on 
the Bosporus. The bodies of twenty soldiers 
who had died of the cholera were taken from 
the same train. 

Many trains have returned from the front 
with soldiers who are not wounded but are 
im @ state of physical collapse owing to ex- 
haustion due to exposure and lack of food. 

The sights at some of the stations near 
Tohatalja are unnerying. Cholera victims 
grawi to the station for water or in the hope 
of getting to Constantinople. They can be 
Sen lying about in every stage of the infec- 
tion. 


Water Supply in Danger. 

The greater danger threatening Constanti- 
nople is that the water supply from Lake 
Derkoe may become contaminated. Only a 
few cares have been reported up to the pres- 
ent among the people in the capital and it 
would seem the disease is not the deadllest 
form bt Asiatic, as, notwithstanding the 
unfavorable conditions to which the army 1s 
exposed, it is asserted that 60 per cent of 
the cases have recovered. 

The authorities are doing their best to rid 
the capital as quickly as possible of the influx 
of refugees. They are being dispatched at 
the rate of ceveral thousand dally to the ports 
of Ghemlik ard Moudania or by rail to 
Konieh. 

The active interest of the authorities, how- 
ever, ends with the remova! of the poor exiles 
and absolutely no provision has deen made 
for food supplies. The refugees are simply 
dumped injo the towns on the coast or in the 
interior and are left to find forage for them- 
selves.

AEROPLANES GREAT AID IN WAR. 
LONDON, Nov. 14—The great value of 
@eroplanes in war has been proved by the 
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Bulgarian army not only in reconnoissance 
work but for fire control. tes St 

Any attempt by. war correspondents: to 
telegraph yews of the employment of flying 
machines by the Bulgarians during the opera- 
tions has met with severe censorship, but sto- 
ries are beginning to filter through showing 
that remarkably effective work haz been done 
by the army which passed through the bap- 
tism of fire in Tripoli. 

Percival Phillips, correspondent of the Lon- 
don Express, however, sent a picturesque 
deacriptton of the flight of a biplane over the 
Bulgarian army and the beleaguered city of 
Adrianople. 

Biplane Makes Observations. 


The first lengthy reconnoissance took 
place on the Tuesday following the occupa - 
tion of Mustapha Pasha. saye Phillips. “A 
military biplene winged its way confidently 
toward the rising sun, making ea wide detour 
above the troops, who were full of enthu- 
siasm regarding this new and wonderful 
sight. Subsequent flights were made under 
excellent conditions, there being no wind. 

From the little cockpit the trained observ- 
er with maps and glasses surveyed the won- 
Gerful panorama of war. Between Musta- 
phe Pasha and Adrianople the country is a 
corrugated series of hill and valleys, et- 
fectually shutting off from us here any 
glimpse either of the enemy or of our first 
line. To the aerial scouts. however, these 
hills were no more than a row of insignificant 
ridges cut by the broad valley of the winding 
Maritza, with a crooked yellow ribbon, the 
great Constantinople road, as the most pro- 
nounced landmark."’ 


BARBARITIES OF THE ALLIES. .. 

BERLIN, Nov. 14.—The reports of atroci- 
ties committed by the Servian troops on the 
Albanians are confirmed by Capt. Persius, the 
correspondent of the Tageblatt, writing from 
Uskup. ~ 

He says he witnessed tie burning of Al- 
banian villages, and heard from numerous 
eye-witnesses of the reckless shooting not 
only of men but of women. The Servians, he 
adds, admitted they were carrying on a war 
of extermination against the Albanians, 
whom Servien officers declared must be 
swept from the face of the earth.” 

The Albanians in Uskup hospital begged 
Sisters of Mercy in charge to permit them to 
remain because they were certain they would 
be shot down on the streets. 

An Albanian came to Capt. Persius one 
night and excitedly narrated that the Ser- 
vians had just entered the house where he 
lodged and had sabered three old unarmed 
Albanians. : 

Evidence ‘ig to be collected after the war 
from the parish priests between Mitrovitza 
and Uskup to prove that the Servians acted 
on orders to kill all men above 18, and that 
they often murdered women ané-children. 

Insinuations that the Bulgarians Have been 
gullty of atrocities against the Turkish. and 
that the present strife is more of a butchery 
than op@erly war are made by the corre- 
spondent of the Vossische Zeitung. 

Teiegraphing from Semlin, Hungary, on 
the opposite side of the river from Belgrade, 
the correspondent declares he has been re- 
liably informed that the Bulgarian troops 
mutilated the bodies of the Turkish soldiers 
after the battle of Kirk-Kilisseh and carried 
Turks’ heads about on the points of their 
bayonets. He continues:

BATTLE LASTS FOR A WEEK. 


Capture Would Place Capital at the 
_Merey of the Invaders.

LONDON, Nov. 15, 3 a. m.—It lo thought 
here that Adrianople has been captured by 
the Bulgarians after weeks of fighting. 

Partial confirmation of this report is given 
in dispatches from Constantinople, in which 
it is admitted that wireless communication 
between the two cities has been cut off since 
Wednesday. ö 

The capture of Adrianople, the strongest 
fortress in Turkey, woulll make further de- 
fense of the capital by the Ottoman troops 
practically useless. Besides the large gar- 
rieon stationed there, the Turks would lose 
their largest supply depot. 


Describes Fight for City. 

Bennett Burleigh, the correspondent of the 
Daily Telegraph with the Bulgarian army, 
sends some details of the recent fighting at 
Adrianople, his latest report being dated 
Nov. 18. He says: 

„The Bulgarians are drawing near Adri- 
anople and I hope to be in the trenches when 
the end one. 

Mr. Burleigh describes the Turkigh sortie 
to the northeast on Nov. 9 which was repulsed 
after tremendoue firing by Bulgarians who 
climbed the hill and attacked the flank of the 
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control. The tornado of artillery must have 


enemy. 

“Then as if inspired by one impulse the 
Bulgarian army poured over the ridge to 
etrike the sorely smitten Turks like incarnate 
furies. The enemy was stampeded, Other 
Bulgarian troops and guns headed off the 
wretched Turks and they came back like 
driven cattle. under cover of their remaining 
fort to the streets of Adrianople. The Turks’ 
losses can be put down at several thousands 
killed and wounded. 


Shelling of City Terrific. 

“On the night of Nov. 10 was the most 
furious bombardment of the whole war. 
Hundreds of shells were bursting at the same 
instant over and around Adrianople. Great 
guns, smal} guns, siege guns, howitzers, 
quick firing guns, and pompens were going’ 
off, while there was a constant rattle of 
musketry. N 

„It was a flaming and roaring inferno of 
conflict that must have reverberated along 
the Balkan mountains for miles. It made the 
houses in the distant Mustapha Pasha rock. 
The rattle and the incessant bursting of 
shells was like flashes of lightning. 

The Turks attempted to reply noisily at 
first, but they were soon overmastered by 
the tremendous strength, energy, and ac- 
curacy of the besiegers’ artillery. 


Drive Back Advancing Turks. 

“The Bulgarians determined on further 
bayonet charges. Chairtepe and other works 
were marked down for assault and capture 
by storming battalions who first attended 
divine worship. The troops stripped off their 
superfluous clothes and baggage in the 
trenches and made ready for a furious charge. 

“The Turks precipitated things by at- 
tempting to make another sally. Inferno 
broke loose. The Turks came on, not know- 
ing what was in store for them. They first 
starched the Bulgarian lines with artillery 
and then with rifle fire which raged continu- 
ously. 

The Bulgarians were ready with troops 
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appalled the lost Turks, though they strug- 
gled in hopeless frenzy. The Bulgarian gun- 
ners bore dewn all appearances of opposition, 
but still the bombardment continued riot- 
ously. The Turks hurried to the bombproof 
bulldings and the safest quarters. It was 
then about 10 o’clock. 


Bulgars Charge with Bayonet. 

“The Bulgarian infantry ran in with the 
bayonet. There was wild and terrible work 
and no wish to ask or to give quarter. Such 
of the Turks as ee@uid fied to Adrianople, but 
they left an awful trail of dead and dying on 
the field. 

“Large stores of arms and munitions were 
taken during the battle. 

Five Bulgarian conecripts in the Turkish 
ranks decided to risk everything rather than 
stay longer with the Turks. They threw 
aside their rifles and ran to their own lines 
and said that they and all other Christian 
soldiers wearing the fez were suspected and 
had to be most wary or they would be quickly 
disposed of. 

“There are plenty of provisions for the 
Turkish troops in Adrianople, but the civil 
population is starving. Numbere of Turks 
who had thought they had done enough at 
Adrlanople and, as the government had not 
and could not relieve them, considered it 
would be best to surrender. 

“The Turkish commandant in Adrianople 
has put all the Christians in the mosquee, 
believing that these would be the first to be 
bombarded.

Scientist Forecasts Reproduction 
of am Entire Limb. 


TELLS OF REBUILT NOSE. 


Defective Jaw Sawed and Mortised 
‘with Piece of Rib. 


Reproduction of an entire limb on the | 
human body, as on the body of a crab ora 
lizard, is a diletinct possibility of future eurgi- 
cal development, according to Dr. John B. 
Roberts, professor of surgery in the Philadel- 
phia Policlinic institute. 

In the current number of the Journal of the 
American Medical association Dr. Roberts 
recounts amaging operations performed in 
America and Europe in bone surgery, the 
higher development of skin grafting. He 
cites cases of the transfer of pieces of the 
leg bone to the epinal column, eaten away 
by disease. He tells of rebuilding the nose by 
grafting bone from the forehead or the ribs 
or the leg 

Dr. Roberts reports sawing a defective low. 
er jaw ih two and inéerting a section of rib, 
bringing about a natural facial cogiour, He 
tells of grafting a whole knee joint’ from a 
dead body in place of a defective living knee. 


Toe Made Into a Finger. 

‘The doctor describes the temporary graft- 
ing of a living toe as a Anger to a patient's 
hand, only to break that connection and 
regraft it to the face as a new nose. 

„Will man, like a crab, ever be able te 
reproduce on his body an entire limb?” asks 
the physician. ‘Perhaps so. Morgan 
thinks that man does not regenerate an arm 
or leg, as crabs and some vertebrates do, 
because his tissues regenerate with different 
degrees of rapidity. 

The bones, which are important in such 
complex refc aations, generate slowly, but 
the vessels, nerves, muscles, and skin gen- 
erate rapidly. There is, therefore, no tend- 
ency to synchr..ous reproduction of the lost 
limb. -The ligard can produce a tail but not 
legs. Morgan, who has studied these phys 
lologic questions with care, has occasionally 
seen an imperfect foreleg Un an adult frog. 

“May not the time come when the sur- 
geon will regulate these processes in the 
same manner as the other human functions 
which gradually have come under control?” 


Experiments in Ancient Egypt. 

The physician tells of experiments men- 
tioned in an Egyptian papyrus attributed to 
1500 B. C. and of new noses the Hindu pe- 
cialists made from frontal tissue long before 
Taliacotius, in Italy, in the sixteenth century, 
made noses and lips from arm tissues. De- 
claring surgery ot the soft parts and surgery 
of bone essentially the same, he draws con- 
clusions from the fact that successful grafts 
have been made from another human being, 
from an amputated limb, eve) from a dead 
body.

L. A. Busby Answers Car Men’s 
Demand for Larger Share. 


CITES'- NEW ORDINANCES. 


Says Per Capita Charge Is Lower and 
Subway Expenses Loom Up. 


During his presentation of the employees 
side of the surface car controversy befgre 
the traction arbitration board a day or two 
ago, W. D. Mahon, president of the Amél- 
@gamated Association of Street and Electric 
Railway Employés, remarkeu: 

“Our men believe from whet they taken 
in on the car day after day that the com- 
pany is in a position to Day more than it is 
now paying.” 

President L. A. Busby of the Chicago City 
railway took the witness stand yesterday 
to show what becomes of the nickel that 
passes through the hands of the men. He 
gave facts and figures to ehow why, in his 
opinion, it iy impossible to allow. them a 
bigger portion of it. 

Busby Tells of Expenses. 

These are =e the reasons Mr. Busby 
pointed out: 

Establishment of new through routes and 
extension of transfer privileges have de- 
creased jhe percentage of earnings. 

The company now receives $720,000 a year 

less for doing the same amount of work it 
did in 1007 before the new traction ordinance 
became effective. 
At the time the present ordinance was 
adopted the average fare per passenger, in- 
cluding transfers, was 3.02 cents. During 
the eight months of the current year ending 
Sept. BO, the average fare per passenger has 
a to 2.84 cents. 

The’cost of paving amounted to §2,462,- 
166.97 during the last five years. For remov- 
ing snow $173,000 was paid out. Thesprihk- 
ling expense was $99,783.38. 

Companies Fear Subway Plans. 

Two additional financial bogies, according 
to Mr. Busby, loom up before the street rail- 
way companies—the possibilities of subways 
and the electroloyeis ordinance. 

The former, said Mr. Busby, will cost hie 
company $2,000,000; the latter will be con- 
fiscatory if it tf carried out. 

I won't say,” explained Mr. Busby, that 
the subwaye will ever be bull, but they are 
provided for in the ordinance and 80 is pro 
vision made that the Chicago City rallwar 
pay tts share, or $2,000,000, toward the con- 
struction of the same. We must, however, 
make some provision for having the money if 
it u required by the city, as we must for 
carrying out the terms of the electrolysis or- 
dinance if it is put into execution.” 

„Would the subways be helpful tothe City 
Raliway company?’ asked Judge Scanian. 

„The subways would be helpful, of course,“ 
replied Mr. Busby. “ They would save tome 
terminal time and would be useful in rout- 
ing cars from one division of the city tg an- 
other. 

“There is one thing I wish to make clear, 
however, In my opinion, they will not be of 
finencial advantage to the railway from the 
standpoint of net earnings.”

CUNNEA HELPED BY FIVE. 


Tally Sheets Muddled; Czarnecki 


Suspects Carousal. 


Peculiar mathematics of election judges 
in nine precincts in computing the vote for 
state’s attorney have the clerks im the elec- 
tion commissioners’ office at their wits’ end. 

In checking up on the police canvass yes- 
terday they found nine precincts in the 
Fourth and Fifth wards, with a registered 
total vote of 1,757, which gave candidates 
for state’s attorney 2,372 votes. The men 
who did this figuring on election night will 
be summoned before the board and asked 
to explain how the 600 extra votes got on 
the books. In six of these precincts Cunnea 
has a plurality. 

A clerk for the commissioners suggested 
that some of the judges were 60 ashamed 
of the vote in their precincts that they just 
added a few for good measure to their can- 
didate’s total. 


Where Discrepancies Occur. 
The nine precincts in which the discrep- 
ancies occur follow: 


In the last precinct, where there are 62 too 
many votes, Rinaker got 48, Hoyne 143, Cun- 
nea 63, HIM 1, Haight 15. In the Fifth pre- 
cinct of the Fourth ward, where there are 
68 too many votes, Rinaker got 62, Hoyne 121, 
Cunnea 67, Haight 78, Hill 1. 

Clerks and judges of the. Twenty-ninth pre- 
cinct of the Fifth ward last night explained 
that they must have counted the straight 
votes twice, and in that way got 149 more 
votes for legislative candidates than were 
cast. The tally esheets from that precinct 
were so blotted and scratched that Commis- 
sioner Czarnecki inquired if there was any 
liquor in the room on election night. 

No, sir.“ the clerks replied in chorus. 


Sent Tally Sheets to City Clerk. 

Clerks of the Thirty~first precinct sent their 
tally sheets to the city clerk instead of the 
election commission, : 

Losses of a thousand votes each to Wade 
and La Buy, Democratic candidates for Mu- 
nicipal judge, were discovered. Wade's loss 
came in the Twelfth ward. La Buy lost his 
In the Eighteenth ward. Wade by a similar 
error in the Thirty-second ward made a gain 
of 735 votes. Asa result of the count Wade's 
lead over Judge Gemmill, his nearest rival. is 
cut to 166. This figure ie based on the cor- 
rected police returns and the official canvass 
for the first six wards. 

Peter Bartzen lost 100 votes in the Eight- 
eenth precinct of the Seventh ward. Smaller 
losses by Bartzen and small gains by A. A. 
McCormick are steadily increasing the lat - 
ter’s lead for presidency of the county board.

C. L. Green Declares It Is the 
Place for Men Who Have 
Own Home. 


16 STATES AT PARLEY. 


Attractions in City Lure Aliens 
to. Settle in the Larger 
Municipalities. 


Farm life as contrast«d to city life formed 
the principal theme of discussion at the 
second annual conference of the immigration. 
land, and labor officials of the country, held 
at the Hotel La Salle yesterday. E’ghteen 
states and the federal government were rep- 
resented by experts. 

The advantages offered the average man in 
the congested centers were compared with 
the opportunities in the country. It was 
agreed that the man v ho sought the greatest 
amount of pleasure and was satisfied to live 
on a salary should remain in town, but that 
the man who wish<d to own a home and 
obtain a bank account had a better chance 
on the farm even as a laborer. 


Discuss Employment Bureaus. 

Canon L. Green of the division of informa- 
tion of the New York branch of the United 
States bureau of immigration and Benjamin 
C. Packer, Wisconsin's commissioner of im- 
migration, both took up the back to the land 
problems. 

Other speakers, including Miss Frances A. 
Kellor of the bureau of industries and immi- 
gration in New York and William M. Leiser- 
son, superintendent of state free employment 
agencies of Wisconsin, discussed the evils of 
private employment agencies and the pitfalls 
that beset the immigrant. 

T. v. Powder'ly, chief of the federal division 
of information of the immigration bureau 
and honorary president of the conference. 
was an interested listener. He did not join in 
the discussion, but will have a hand in fram- 
ing the resolutions to be submitted today. 


Contrasts City and Country. 

Mr. Green epitomized the attractions of 
farm and city ite. 

“In the country.“ he said, we have long 
hours, good pay, reasonable cost of Mving. 
ordinary comforts and conveniences, and an 
opportunity to save part of wages and finally 
ownahome. In the city we have short hours, 
good pay, reasonable cost of living, all neces- 
sary comforts and some luxuries, amuse- 
ments, and smal! prospect of saving. 

It has been said that distribution is not 
the remedy for congestion,” he added, be- 
cause people will not be distributed. I agree 
that people will not be distributed, but they 
will distribute themselves if you have some- 
thing reliable to offer which is to their ad- 
vantage and if you make the offer get-at- 
ale.“ 

He urged as a remedy the greatest pub- 
licity of the work being done by the govern- 
ment information division, the establishment 
of branches in Chicago and St. Louis, a chain 
of subbranches, and an appropriation suffi- 
ciently large to carry on the work. 


Points to Canada Success. 

Speaking of the success of Canada’s ef- 
forts to populate its untilled farming regions 
with desirable immigrants, he said: ‘ We 
cannot successfully remain passive; ougs 
must ‘be an aggressive campaign against 
wrong and for enlightenment.” 

He said Canada did not seek immigrants 
in southern Europe 

Mr. Packer said the man accustomed to 
laboring with his hands was more apt to 
succeed on the farm than the man 
with a good salary and comfortable home. 
The latter, he said, is pretty apt to get the 
„back to the city fever.” 

„fen days of doing chores before breakfast 
will cure the back to the land fever among 
those who have been deluded by poetic sen- 
timent,”’ he added. 


Blames Papers and Banks. 

Miss Kellor charged foreign language news- 
papers and private bankers with being re- 
sponsible to a degree for the lack of move- 
ment among immigrants from large centers. 
She said half the foreign papers were either 
owned or controlled by the home govern- 
ments and that they educated the newly ar- 
rived aliens to send their money to their 
native lands for investment. 

She urged a bureau dealing with interstate 
immigration problems, interstate supervi- 
sion of private employment agencies, and reg- 
ulation of steamship agents who she said 
practically defraud aliens returning to their 
native shores. 
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| DEMAND BIRTH REGISTRY LAW 


Women of Illinois Federation 
Told of Need for Reform. 


DR. HEDGES MAKES PLEA. 


Declares Charch Members Ask Her to 
Perform Operations. 


Aurora, III., Nov. 14.—[(Special.]-—Today 
was “ heaith day at the Illinois federation 
meeting here. The question of the registra- 
tion of births, which was started by Miss 
Julia Lathrop last night, was taken * more 
in detail. 

Dr. Caroline Hedges, in a bitter arraign- 
ment of women for their indifference, urged 
the delegates to work for the adoption of a 
new birth registration bill. She declared 
there could be no complete birth registration 
until women changed their attitude toward 
illegal operations on women. 

We condone conditions that are a shame 
to any civilization,’’ she said. ‘' There is 
never a conviction for this crime in Illinois 
unless a woman dies because of it. Thereis 
no public opinion against it. We have settled 
down to take it as it is. 


Women Want Operations. 

“We are not guiltless. We let women tell 
us they have gone through all sorts of orimi- 
nal mechinations. We seem to heve no re- 
spect for life.’ Women who are pillars of the 
church come into my office and without hesi- 
tation ask me to commit illegal operations. 
Women who belong to the church think mur- 
der. On you rests the responsibility of 
changing public opinion in thie matter. Until 
it comes we cannot hope for full sane en 
of births. 

No child ought to be permitted to enter 
school without a birth certificate. No work 
certificates should. be granted without it. 
If it were the basis for marriage some of 
the scandalous child merrieges would be 
avoided. It should be the basis for voting 
for inheritance and for questions of army 
service for children of foreigners.” - 

A health conference was held in one of the 
local theaters. Addresses were made by 
Dr. George Webster, Sherman Kingsley, Dr 
Mary McEwen, and Dr. Rachael Yarros. 
Dr. Yarros pointed out that all health work 
of the federation is being carried on by regu- 
lar physicians. 


Miss Brooks Makes Plea. 

Miss Virginia Brooks spoke this afternoon. 
When she finished her address she was 
cheered wildly. 

“Club women are spe spending too much 
time admiring pictures of Madonnas and 
talking about art.“ sald Miss Brooks.

Old Schuttler Place, Once the 
Pride of Chicago, Stripped. 
of Last Treasures. 


NOBILITY HOUSED THERE 


Rise of West Side Industrial Dis- 
trict Brought Abandon- 


ment and Decay.

Time committed the last act of vandalism 
on the old Peter Schuttler mansion at 
Adams and Aberdeen streets yesterday. 
Once the pride of Chicago and INinols and 
declared to be the finest house east of New 
York City, the old mansion has now been 
robbed of its few remaining treasures. 
Workmen from the Lunceford studios, inte- 
rior decorators, 1544 North Clark street, en- 
tered with axes, chisels, bars, and hammers 
and stripped the walls of the valuable bric- 
A-drac, hand carved casement,s and marble 
moldings. 

But the place 408800 to be a human hab- 
itation. Clinging to the carved stone arch- 
way over the front portals hangs a sign, 
“First Class Boarding Stable.“ Through 
these same doors some of the most noted 
| guests who ever visited Chicago once passed. 
|. Nearly all of the rich furnishings disappeaned 
long ago. The walls were denuded of their 
marble paneis. Wagons, trucks, and work- 
benches have gouged out the plaster in: 
places and hopelessly marred the wood- 
work, which was delicately carved by artists 
brought over by the late Mr. Schuttler from 
Bavaria—the same artists who decorated the 
palace of King Ludwig II. 

Only Wall Frescoes Left. 
Only the begrimed frescoes and landscapes 
painted on the walls and ceflings by famous 
artiste will remain. They cannot be removed. 

In the drawing room, scene of functions 
that have long since passed into the socia! , 
history of Chicago, was a line of carriages 
backed up against the front windows, A 
blacksmith shop occupied the dining room. 

Charles D. Lunceford, who has visited 
castles in all parts of the world, superin- 
tended the work in hand yesterday. 


It's almost like murder,“ he said, for 
I knew this old house when it was a place of 
pomp and splendor. I lived not far from here 
and knew the builder. Old Peter Schuttler 
made his fortune at the time of the civil war 
building cannon trucks and army wagons 
I know he gave orders to spare no expenee in 
the erection of this house. Even then, when 
building was much cheaper, it cost a quarter 
of a million dollars. 

I remember some of the great socia! func- 
tions. It was in the evening a veritable 
‘ house of a thousand candies.’ An immense 
conservatory extended from the back. Beau- 
tiful gardens ornamented the grounds. No- 
bility from Buropean courts visited hers, 
dined under these ceilings, slept in these 
rooms.“ 

Industry Closes Up Mansion. 

Gradually the neighborhood about the 
Schuttler mansion became more thickly pop- 
ulated. Eventually the mansion rubbed el- 
bows with cheap tenements and factory 
smokestacks. The Schuttlers moved to the 
north side. 
sold. 2 \ * 

The house went into the hands of a board- 
‘ing house keeper, then wae sold toa laundry- 
man, and finally was turned into a stable.

THE UNACCUSTOMED EAR OF 
AMERICA. 
To the unaccustomed ear of America the 
proceedings in the British parliament have 


a2 strange sound. Our congressional leaders 


are not prepared to be beaned by a book, be 
it even a book of “ Parliamentary Proced- 
ure,” and the preciseness of our politics does 
not permit the imagination such range in 
speech as that enjoyed by the British 
statesman. 

We are young, and possibly we shail 
grow in grace, muscularity, and volubility, 
but in our present state of innocence we can- 
not be expected to hear without shock such 
words as: 

*The hon. mem. is an ape. He grins like 
@ gorilla. He is a traitor and a second 
story worker. The butler locks up the silver 
whenever he enters a house.” 

Upon the unaccustomed ear of America 
such manifestations of an old and cultured 
civilization fall strangely. 


BRITISH PROTESTS. 

Panama canal tolls, fited by the presi- 
dent's proclamation, under authority of con- 
gress, indicate that the Suez competition 
furnishes the basis for the American charge. 
Time, fuel, and tolls are the three consid- 
erations in the computations of shipping in 


, deciding between the Suez and Panama 


routes. The American authorities will en- 
deavor to make rates to divert traffic from 
Suez to Panama. It will not, as the report 
of Prof. Emery R. Johnson sets forth, bid 
for tonnage at a rate which would “ unjusti- 
fiably reduce the revenue of the canal,” but 
it is apparent that within these restrictions 
the Suez rate governs the Panama rate. 

The British protest against the exemp- 
tion of American coastwise trading from the 
canal tolls has two aspects, one materia! 
and one moral. To the material objection 
the American defenders of the exemption 
reply that coastwise trading is open only to 
American vessels, that no interfational com- 
plication is possible, and that, consequently, 
there is no discrimination in the exemption 
of American tonnage. ; 

The British answer to this describes it 
as a quibble and sets out that the toll 
charges are spread to produce a sufficient 


revenue, and that an exemption of any class 


of American shipping throws a heavier bur- 


| den on the assessed shipping than it would 


ve to pay were the charges spread

We are not in favor of concessions to 
American coastwise trade, but the British 
protest setting forth material damage is not 
very convincing. The moral protest may 
carry more weight. 


WHAT SERVIA WANTS. 

If Austria is a giant prisoner panting for 
a window on.the sea, little Servia is in a 
like situation. Each nation is bent upon 
what she deems a desperately vital need, 
and if there were no such things as alliances 
and ententes in Europe, war to the death 
between this ill matched pair would be in- 
evitable. 

Servia today is shut off from the Mgean 
to the east by a region of Turkey inhabited 
mainly by Bulgars and Greeks. That is 
one good reason why she turns her eyes 
toward the Adriatic. From this coast she 
is separated on the northwest by Herzego- 
vina, she once hoped to add to her 
territory but which now belongs to Austria; 
on the west by Montenegro, her ally, and the 
strip of Turkish territory known as the 
Sanjak of Novi-bazar, and on the southwest 
by the region roughly known as Albania. 

In the fourteenth century, under Servia’s 
most powerful ruler, Stephen Dushan, she 
held the latter territory well down to the 
present border of Greece. That is why her 
war cry today is “ Old Servia and the sea,” 
and why the entry of King Peter the other 
day into Uskup, Stephen's capital, was a 
national triumph of glorious significance. 
It recalled the great day of the Serb when 
he ruled from the Danube to Greece, from 
the Adriatic to the Adgean, and threatened 
Constantinople itself. 

Today Servia proper has an area of about 
19,000 square miles, a considerable part of 
which is not productive. Her population 
numbers about 8,000,000. There are esti- 
mated to be about 10,000,000 Serbs scat- 
tered through Hungary, especially in 
Slavonia—a district of Hungary adjoining 
Servia proper—Bosnia, Herzegovina, Dal- 
matia, Montenegro, Servia proper, and the 
Turkish vilayet of Kossovo, just south of 
Servia. 

If Gervia could hold the territory her 
arms have seized she would have an L 
shaped region reaching south and west from 
jher present southern boundaries to the 
Adriatic, with a port probably at Durazzo. 
This would provide her with the outlet 
which her growing prosperity demands. The 
difficulty, as indicated yesterday, is that she 
would thus cross the path of Austria’s am- 
bitious march to the southeast. 


It is this clash of interests that provides 


the most dangerous and perhaps the only 
seriously dangerous factor in the problem 
put up to Hurope by the overthrow of the 
buffer state of Turkey in Durope. 

‘Bervia’s hopes would have short shrift 
from Austria-Hungary if she were unsup- 
ported. Even her valorous allies, Bulgaria 
and Montenegro, with Greece into the bar- 
gain, could not insure her against defeat 
unless a durable peace could be made with 
Turkey.

SANITARY ORDINANCES. 
KNOW of no efforts at the rol of 
underground occupations parable 

in results accomplished with the Chi- 

cago bakery ordinances passed since 

1907. By reason of the pioneer feat- 
utes of these effective measures the or- 
dinances have had to take many legal 
hurdles. After each tuinble they have 
been modified in accordance with the 
views set forth in the decisions until 
they ba ve reached a shape acceptable to the 
Supreme court of IIlinois. 

The Supreme court says no city or vil- 
lage in Illinois has an inherént right to 
license any occupation. The state legis- 
lature has given cities and villages the 
right to license certain occupations. 
Amongst rights given them is the right 
to regulate meat, poultry, and a long list 
of foods, the enumeration of which ends 
with the words, and other provisions.” 
The court holds that this includes brea? 
and other bakery goods. 


—~~o- 

It draws a distinction between licenses 
having the purpose of raising revenue and 
those whose purpose is the regulation of 
sanitary conditions, the license fee being 
incident to the main purpose, 

An’ important portion of the decision 
was that relating to exhaustion of pow- 
ers, or, to put it differently, when the 
state legislature or the city council had 
passed on a matter, whether further ar- 
tion by the council was null and void 
The court held it was not if the two 
ordinances can be enforced in harmony 


to promote the comfort, health, and wel- 


fare of the community, and, in a decision 
on another point, “ Municipal ordinances 
must be in harmony with the genera! 
laws of the state, but this ordinance does 
— in any way, conflict with the state 
aw.” 


— 
This decision on this point is of value 


especially in that its tendency will be to 
correct some of the ills that have grown 
up out of an old decision, that when the 
state has legislated the city laws on the 
same subject are null, even though they 
complied with the cities and villages acts 
and were in accordance with the state 
laws en time of the passage 
of the Fance. This decision has been 
used by state legislatures to defeat indi- 
rectly local health ordinances. For in- 
stance, a city would pass a good milk 
ordinance, whereupon the opposition would 
go before the next legislature and have 
passed a milk law having a few good feat- 
ures, but so full of jokers as to be worse 
than useless. Under the old decision the 
city ordinance, usually efficient and in the 
en of health, has been declared ille- 
ga

R CECIL SPRING-RICE, who, ac- 
cording to cable dispatches from Lon- 
don, has been promoted from the post 
of British minister plenipotentiary at 
Stockholm, to succeed Mr. Bryce as 
ambassador at Washington, is a grandson of 
the first Lord Monteagle of the present cre- 
ation, whose peerage has no connection, save 
that of name, with that of the Lord Mont- 
eagle who played so notable a role during the 
reign of James IL. inrevealing to the latter the 
gunpowder plot. 
That Lord Monteagie was a Stanley, where- 
as the Lord Monteagle of the present day 


1 bears the patronymic of Spring-Rice. The 


peerage was created by Queen Victoria short- 
ly after her accession, in favor of the Rt. Hon. 
Thomas Spring-Rice, who was chancellor of 


the exchequer ‘was of state for the 
colonies during third decade of the last 


century. 

When Sir Cecil was formerly stationed at 
Washington as secretary of the British mis- 
sion, he saw @ great deal of Theodore Roose- 
velt, then civil service commissioner, and 
afterwards assistant secretary of the navy. 
They were on term of considerable intimacy 
and it was for this reason that he was chosen 
for a rather mysterious mission, which was 
the occasion of his last visit to this country. 


—- 

It was in February, 1905, just at the moment 
when the powers were beginning to take 
steps with a view to bringing the war be- 
tween Japan and Russia to a close. Spring- 
Rice, then counselor of the British embassy 
at Berlin, was suddenly sent by his chief, Sir 
Frank Lascelles, who is also his father-in- 
law, to London, where, after a prolonged in- 
terview with Lord Lansdowne, then foreign 
minister, and King Edward, he vanished, to 
turn suddenly up just a week later on a Sun- 
day evening at Washington, at the British 
embassy. F 

After some time spent in consultation with 
Ambassador. Sir Mortimer Durand he drove 
off with the latter to the White House near 
midnight, remained in conference with Presi- 
dent Roosevelt until near 8 in the morning, 
left Washington at 10, and was back in Lon- 
don eight days later. 

It always has been understood that his 
trip to America was in connection with the 
project of friendly intervention by Germany, 
Great Britain, and the United States, between 
the belligerents in the far orient, and that Sir 
Cecil, as an old friend of Roosevelt. was re- 
garded by King Edward as better qualified 
than any one else to assist in negotiations 
that partook more of a personal character 
as between rulers, than of an official char- 
acter as between governments. 


— 

Sir Cecil is persona gratiseima at the for- 
eign office in London, having been private sec- 
retary of the late Lord Granville, and of Lord 
Rosebery when they were at the head of the 
departmest. 

He may be said to have won his spurs as 
chargé d'affaires in St. Petersburg, during 
several months of the worst crisis in Russia— 
that following the armed rising in the Musco- 
vite capital—and likewise did extremely well 
at Teheran, as minister. ‘ 

Lady Spring-Rice is a daughter of Sir 
Frank Lascelles, who was for so many years 
British ambassador at Berlin, and who is 
held in such high regard by the kaiser, that 
the latter, on Lascelles’ retirement, bestowed 
upon him the Order of the Black Eagle, which 
is the Prussian equivalent of the English 
Order of the Garter. Through her mother, 
Lady Spring-Rice is a connection of the wid- 
owed Lady Pauncefote, and a grand daughter 
of Sir Joseph Oliffe, physician to Napoleon 
HI., the fellow founder with the late Duc & 
Merny of Deauvtils, and who has been mas-

Prince Vincent Windischgraetz, recently 
attached to the Austrian legation at Sofia and 
who served for @ year or more on the staff 
of Ambassador Hehgelmiiller at Washington, 
where his modest, quiet ways, and perfect 
freedom from all pose and affectation made 
him a genera! favorite, is to be married on the 
2th of this month at Donaueschingen to 
Princess Lotti Fuerstenberg, and both 
Emperor William and Archduke Francis 
Ferdinand, next heir to the Austrian 
throne, are to be present at the ceremony, 
both being on terms of great intimacy with 
the bride’s father, Prince Maximilian Fuers- 
tenberg. 

The bridegroom is the eldest son and heir 
of the head of the family, Prince Alfred von 
Windischgraetz, for several years prime min- 
ister of Austria and now president of its 
house of lords. He is one of the few members 
of the great continental aristocracy who can 
boast of being a lawyer. He devoted himself 
while at college to the study of law, passing 
the examinations and obtaining his diploma 
as doctor of laws, and so distinguished him- 
self in that branch of science that he was 
named by the emperor to the bench of the 
High Court of Justice, that ts to say, the Su- 
preme court, which position he held until he 
became premier.

The Windischgraetzes,until Napoleon swept 
away their petty sovereignty, along with the 
holy Roman empire, at the beginning of the 
nineteenth century, had a coinage of their 
own, money being still extant bearing their 
arms, and have contracted a number of royal 
and imperial alliances. 

Thus, Prince Huge Windischgraetz married 
in 1846 Princess Loulse of Mecklenburg- 
Schwerin, daughter of the reigning grand- 
duke of that ilk, and of that popular grand- 
duchess who was the youngest sister of old 
Emperor William. Prince Otto Windisch- 
graetz is married to Archduchess Elizabeth 
of Austria, only child of the ill fated Crown 
Prince Rudolf. 

Princess Marie Windischgraetz is the wife 
of Duke Paul of Mecklenburg-Schwerin, 
brother of the late grandduke. Alfonso XII. 
was on the point of marrying a Princess Win- 
dischgraetz at one moment, after the death of 
his first wife, Queen Mercedes. In fact, there 
are any number of these unions between the 
sovereign dynasties of Europe and the Win- 
dischgraetzes, to one of whom is credited 
that familiar saying, Der Mensch fangt mit 
Baron an,” which may be translated as. 
Mankind begins from barons up.“ imply ing 
that people below that rank are unworthy of 
being accounted as human beings.

SERIOUS CHARGE AGAINST A 
MOTORMAN,. 

Chicago, Nov. 4.—[To the Friend of 
the People. I—Last night, Nov. 3, on 
Lawrence avenue car due to leave Evans- 
ton avenue at 9:30 p. m. and arrive at 
Milwaukee avenue at 10 p. m., Conductor 
No. 3888 was in charge, and on reaching 
Forty-eighth avenue all the passengers 
had alighted with the exception of two 
elderly ladies who were on the car when 
I got on at Clark street and a young lady 
with a baby who got on at Forty-eighth 
avenue and myself. Upon reaching the 
Chicago and Northwestern tracks the 
ones nearest Milwaukee avenue, the mo- 
torman (I thinly his number was 5309), in- 
stead of stopping this side of the gates, 
ran upon the tracks and there, loomin 
up in front of us, was a through tra 
bound for the city. The motorman re- 
versed the power, sending the car back 
just far enough so that the train passed 
by without touching the car. The train 
crew, under the impression they had hit 
the car, stopped the train and did not 
move on for about three or four minutes. 

Conductor 3888 came back into the car 
when we reached Milwaukee avenue and 
I asked him “ What was the matter with 
his motorman that he ran upon the 
tracks without waiting for him to give the 
signal?” His reply was “that they were 
running the car and that it was none of 
my business.”

HERRICK MAY LOSE POST. 


John Hays Hammond Expected 
to Become Envoy to France 
from America.

Washington, D. C., Nov. 14.—[Special.]— 
The appointment of Larz Anderson, now 
minister to Belgium, to be ambassador to 
Japan, succeeding Charles P. Bryan, re- 
signed, was announctd today. 

Mr. Anderson has long been a close per- 
sonal friend of President Taft. He con- 
tributed $15,000 to the Taft campaign in 
1908, and aleo made a contribution to ths 
campaign of 1912. He was appointed to the 
legation at Brussels in August, 1911, was re- 
garded here as purely political. Though he 
had been in the diplomatic service in minor 
capacities from 1891 to 1897, Mr. Anderson 
never until a year ago last August reached 
the grade of minister. From 1897 until his 
appointment to Brussels he had not been 
connected with the government service. 


Ignore Men of Longer Service. 

Critics of the administration said today 
that the president might have chosen for the 
post at Tokyo some member of the diplo- 
matic service who had earned 4 promotion 
instead of a wealthy man whose last ap- 
pointment is Httle more than a year old. 

It Was even suggested tonight that in view 
of the investigation into campaign contribu- 
tions by the Clapp committee of the senate, 
there might be some opposition on the part 
of senators to the confirmation of Ander- 
son’s appointment. 

Mr. Anderson is now on his way across the 
Atlantic, having recently been in the United 
States on leave. It is understood at the state 
department that before going to Japan he 
will return to Washington. 


Hammond to Succeed Herrick? 

In connection with the forthcoming arriva! 
of Myron T. Herrick, ambassador to France. 
in the United States, it was rumored here 
today that he would not return to his post. 
According to gossip, the president plans to 
reward John Hays Hammond for his support 
by appointing him ambassador to France 
for the brief period from next month to the 
advent of a Democratic administration. No 
confirmation of this report was obtainable. 

Ambassador Herrick is coming to the 
United States in connection with his study 
of the farmers’ credit systems of Europe, 
made under the direction of the president. 
The ambassador will speak on the subject 
before the conference of governors at Rich- 
mond, Va., early next month. 


New British Ambassador. 

Vancouver, B. C., Nov. 14.—A special cable 
from Tokio says official announcement was 
made today that sir C. M. MacDonald, K. 
C. V. C., has resigned his post as British 
ambassador to Japan,.a post he has held for 
the last twelve years. He is succeeded by 
Sir William Conyngham Greene, who has 
been minister to Denmark for some time. 


MANY OBEY PUBLICITY ORDER. 


Bighty-three Per Cent of Newspapers 
and Other Periodicals Have Fol- 
lowed Out New Law.

Washington, D. C., Nov. 14.—To, date 23,500 
publications of all kinds have complied with 
the so-called newspaper publicity law, 
which requires them to file with the post- 
master general and their local postmaster a 
statement of their business organization and 
circulation. 

This is 83 per cent of the total covered by 
the act. It includes 1,908 daily newspapers, 
or 76 per cent of the entire number, 

Postmaster General Hitchcock has served 
no notices upon publications that they may 
be deprived of the privileges of the mails if 
they do not comply with the law, because a 
test case, involving the constitutionality of 
the act, is pending before the United States

She says she was patient with her lover be- 
cause she trusted him and believed that 
sooner or later he would really marry: her.

The league, it was announced, has worked 
for several years to secure uniform classifica- 
tion that will Ineure fair dealing to all sec- 
tions of the country. Sectiona) uniformity, 
it was stated, is favored, but not national 
classification. Representatives of big in- 
éustries participated in the discussion, Which 
consumed the entire afternoon. 

A resolution also was adopted against the 
appointment of deputy interstate commerce 
commissioners, as suggested by Commis- 
sioner Prouty.

Knox and Bakmeteff Reach an 
Agreement Replacing Treaty. 


BUSINESS PERIL

Tarif War May Not Follow Abroga- 
tion of Convention. 


STOPPED. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 14.—An agreement 
between the United States and Russia to 
take the place of the commercial treaty of 
1832, the abrogation of which becomes ef- 
fective Jan. 1 next, virtually has been 
reached. Nothing as to the exact nature of 
the agreement is announced. 

This advanced stage in the negotiations has 
been reached after a number of cofversa- 
tions between Secretary of State Knox and 
Ruesian Ambassador Bakhmeteff, beginning 
last summer atid continued at frequent in- 
tervals, the last occurring today. 

This course was adopted rather than the 
igual method of exchange of formal notes 
as better calculated to obtain a speedy dis- 
closure of the existing conditions in the 
United States and Russia likely to affect the 
two governments in their efforts to prevent 
@ complete rupture of their vast commercial 
relations. 


Keep Negotiations Secret. 
Owing to the extreme delicacy of the sub- 
ject and the possibility of the complete failure 


there should be public discussion and criti- 
clam, neither party to the negotiations is 
willing to throw any light upon the details 
of the arrangement. In fact, it is even im- 
possible at present to secure an officia! ad- 
mission that the agreement is within sight. 

From such light as is obtainable, however, 
it appears that Russia has not consented to 
modify its practice of refusing passports to 
American or other non-Russian Jews. The 
Czar’s government hae always held that 
such Jews, even if they are American citi- 
zéns, are not entitled to travel or reside in 
Russia, because the existing treaty provides 
that any, American seeking to enter Russia 
shall submit to the laws and ordinances 
there prevailing. 


the soundness of this contention, and when 
congress by resolution ordered the denun- 
ciation of the treaty—the actual though not 
the formal ground being this alleged dis- 
crimimation against American citizens—the 
department's course necessarily became un- 
alterable. 


May Avoid Tarif? War, 

It is said that in all probability Russia 
will refrain from applying the maximum 
(and practically exclusive) tariff duties to 
imports from America. Ip the ofdinary 
course after the lapse of the existing treaty 
Dec. 81 these maximum rates would auto- 
matically apply to importa from @ country 
with which Russia has no such trade treaty. 

But it is suggested that through a decree 
or an imperial order in council this may be 
postponed indefinitely. Such action on the 
part of the Ruselan government woul re 
lieve President Taft from the necessity of 


imposing in retaliation the maximum Amer- 


ican duties on importe from Russia and thus 
trade between the two countries might con- 
tinue pending the issue of future negotia- 
tions from a permanent treaty. 

The Russian view is said to be that if such 
a result is obtained ft will be only another 
manifestation of the sincere desire of the St. 
Petersburg government to continue on good 
terms with the Americen republic, RS 
it afforded yesterday in undertaking to care 
for the welfare and safety of American citi- 
gens in Turkey during the present Balkan 
war.

Resignation of McClung Re- 
sult of Dispute of Mac- 
Veagh and Andrews. 


THOMPSON TO GET JOB. 


Several Other Members of De- 
partment Expected to Leave 
Their Posts Soon.

Washington, D. C.. Nev. 14.~[Special.}— 
Lee McClung, treasurer of the United States, 
resigned today in accordance with the wishes 
of President Taft and Secretary of the Treas- 
ury MacVeagh. His resignation will take 
effect upon the qualification of his successor, 
who, is to be Carmi Thompson of Ohio, now 
secretary to the president. Charles D. Hilles, 
who ran the president's campaign for re- 
election, will resume the secrétaria! pont. 

The resignation of Mr. McClung is the re- 
sult of friction bétween him and Secretary 
MacVeagh, which was several months in 
develaping and which came to a head when 
Assistant Secretary A. Patt Andrew re- 
signed last July after a break with the head 
of the department. Mr. Andrew criticised 
the edministration of Mr. MacVeagh and 
named Mr. McClung as another official who 


held similar views. 


Taft Backs Up MacVeagh. 

Prestdent Taft backed up Mr. MacVeagh, 
but no action was taken till after the elec- 
tion. A few days ago, hawever, Mr. McClung 
wes informed that hie resignation would be 
Satisfactory to thé administiation. He 
promptly complied. 

Other résignations growiag out of the An- 
drew incident are to follow, a¢cording to 
report. Controller of the Curremcy Murray 
is another who did not take the stump for 
the president. In fact, Muay is euspected 
of being a Progressive. Andrew named him 
es another who had critideed MacVeagh. 
Murray denied the charge at the time. 


Must Count Huge Sum. 

The resignation of Mr. MeClumg meansthat 
the money and securities for which the treas- 
urer is responsible must be actually counted 
and réceipted for. This will be the greatest 
single financial transaction in the history of 
the World. When MW. McClung assumed the 
duties of treasurer he gave a receipt to his 
predecessor for 81.200, 184, 940.88 2-3. 

While the exact amount of the treasurer's 
fund te net known, it ie expected that it will 
exceed those figures by many millions. Phe 
two-thirds of a cent included in Mr. Mc- 
Clung’s receipt to his predecessor was due to 
a fractionin one of the Tennessee state bonds 
for which the treasurer fetrustes. 

It will require probably three months to 
count the money and securities.

BANKERS TELL OF PROJECT. 


Directors Negotiate fer Control of 
1,159 Mile Southern System. _- 


Official announcement was made in New 
York yesterday by Speyer & Co., Gould bank- 
ers, that the Missouri Pacific Railway com- 
pany is seeking to acquire control of the In- 
ternational and Great Northern rallroad.

Another division 
extends 150 miles, from Palestine te Houston, 
and the road covers 271 miles between Spring 
and, Fort Worth, Tex. Branch Mnes cover 
168 miles of track. 

The Chicago and Northwestern will in- 
augurate its new Northwestern Limited be- 
tween Chicago and St. Paul-Minneapolis to- 
day. Before its departure the train will be 
on exhibition at the Northwestern station 
from 12 noon to 2 p. m.

I buy butcher’s linen and cut round doilies, 
six tumbler size and one saucer size. I work 
a buttonhole stitch around the edge and then 
crochet into that a border of some pretty pat- 
tern. They sell readily for $1.60 a set. 

I also make pineapple pattern crochet sachet 
bags. They sell fine, especially around Christ- 
mas time. I also hemstitch a handkerchief 
and work a buttenhole stitch on the outer 
side with No. 70 white thread. Use thread 
double, then crochet a pearling into that button- 
hole stitch with the No. 70 thread single. You 
cannot imagine how pretty it is. I am nearly 
60 and I do not find any time to worry, for I

Many of my correspondents claim it Is. 
Not only this, but some of the writers 
claim that both the high cost of living 

and divorces are caused by women’s lack of 
training for home life. 

Rather a heavy burden to place on wom- 
en’s shoulders, isn’t it? 

And is such shifting of burdens to women’s 
gboulders an answer to the problem? 

I hardly think so! 

A few years ago the United States census 
bureau published a special report on marriage 
and divorce. 

This book, published in 1906, showed that 
of the total number of marriages ended by 
‘divorce during the twenty years that elapsed 
between 1887 and 1906 one-half of the di- 
vorces had occurred by the ninth year of mar- 
riage. 

The fifth and sixth years of marriage ap- 
pear to be the years which have the largest 
percentage of divorce. 

Tt is estimated, moreover, that at the pres- 


‘sixteen will ultimately be dissolved by di- 
vorce, and it is more than probable that the 
ratio will be one in every twelve. 

There is no country in the world where 
marriages for love are more frequent. The 
women who marry for a home or for any 
other sordid reason are few, ayd yet our di- 
vorce rate is a scandal among nations, 

— 


While the high cost of living may to some 
extent be blamed for such conditions, the 
opinion more frequently held is that women 
are untrained for domestic life, 

The European marriages are more success- 
ful because in European countries young peo- 
ple of both sexes are trained to a certain 
amount of suppression of their individuality. 

They are taught the value of control of self 
that the average young American lacks. 

This is, to my mind. the real reason for the 
existence of both evils.

„ Pian your Work and work your plan! if 
you would reduce the high cost of living. ‘ Your 
work’ is to give your family good, nourishing 
food at the least possible expense. Do not lose 
sight of the fact that they must be well nour- 
ished. Many a man thinks he craves whisky 
when he really craves nourishment. 

“*Plan your work.’ First cut out all bakers’ 
stuff. It is expensive and is not satisfying. 
Then cut out all canned goods. Can fruits and 
vegetables when they are cheapest. Don't fail 
to can plenty of tomatoes and strain a generous 
amount. Learn how.to can corn. Buy it by the 
bag from your grocer or, better still, from the 
farmer. Dried lima or brown beans soaked and 
cooked slowly are inexpensive: Compare the 
cost with that of canned beans. ° 

“Use up all leftovers. It is wonderful what 
a small amount of veal or mutton will be found 
sufficient if ground and scalloped with boiled 
rice or macaroni and strained tomato poured 
over it. It is so good, too. Keep a soup kettle 
going all of the time. You can get many a zoo:l 
lunch from it for yourself and the children. 
Reduce your gas bill as well as your meat bill 
by using a fireless cooker.

“Half a dozen men at the shop where my 
husband works thought that money could be 
saved on groceries by submitting their com- 
bined orders to the local dealer who quotes 
the best price. The brands must be men- 
tioned, in order that the various bids. would 
be of the same quality, This resulted in a 
saving of 12 to 15 pef cent on our bill, not 
to mention the saving made by not. buying 
unnecessary articles because seen in frequent 
visits to the store. 

“Whenever I go marketing I take a list of 
necessary materials and refrain from buying 
other articles. We make it an Invariable rule 
to always buy fresh fruits and vegetables in 
season. only, and do not try to get the earligst 
on the market, but wait until they are at 
their best before being a regular coneumer. 
For instance, we refrained from eating 
peaches in the early fall, when they were 35 
cents for a basket, of inferior quality, and a 
Httle later we had all we could eat at 18 cents 
and .3@ cents a basket of the best peaches. 
Then We enjoy tomatoes when their flavor 
is at its best and the price the cheapest, so 
that we have no desire for the tasteless im- 
ported tomatoes of the early spring. In Uke 
manner, we refrain from byying oranges and 
bananas in the summer, when we can have 
plenty of the home grown fruits. 

I believe that most housewives are over- 
extravagant on a company meal, and I have 
made it a rule that we — have more 
expensive dishes for company than for our- 
selves. And by experiment I have found that 
a little ingenuity displayed in preparing these 
dishes for service will often make them more 
attractive than many a novelty. For instance, 
I have six little individual baking dishes, 
which cost me 8 cents apiece, in which I can 
bake and serve beans, meats, potatoes, and 
macaroni in endless variety. I find that even 
corned beef hash with a perfectly poached 
egg on top, or beans baked with a couple of 
baby pork sausages on top, will give more 
pleasure than an expensive roast. E. 8.“

Mme. Calve Is Heard in 


an Operatic Concert.

ME. EMMA CALVE sang the “ Haba- 

nera last night in Orchestra hall and 

therewith awakened the echoes of that 

glorious age of opera that lives only 

in the fond recollection of those fortu- 
nate persons who assisted in establishing her 
reputation as the greatest of the Carmens. It 
is to be hoped that the echo was in good work- 
ing order and that the few loyal ones present 
felt themselves adequately rewarded for years 
of homage. To the casual listener, unassisted 
by any echo save the lusty one that has made 
the acoustics of Orchestra hall famous, the per- 
formance seemed mediocre. 

Imagination, with much prodding, was able to 
invest the tones of Mme. Calve's voice with 
something of that sinister power of suggestion 
said to have distinguished her impersonation 
of the'gypsy; and it is a pleasure to state that 
this suggestion carried with it no hint of that 
grossness which later {Interpreters of the role 
have intruded into the refined and beautiful 
frame of Biset's music. But this is a record 
of fact, not of fancy, and the facts of last 
night's performance are as unkind to Mme. 
Calvé as time has x yee 


In point of age, 1 Calvé has every right 
to believe that she is entitled to reap the rich 
harvest which awaits the prima donna in Amer- 
ican concert halls upon her retirement from 
opera. This Carmen is not so old by five years 
as the famous Ortrud whose concert engage- 
ments keep her so busy that opera no longer 
has any fascination for her save in the splen- 
did environment of the Bayreuth festivals. But 
a beautiful voice and versatile interpretative 
art embracing every school of song are requis- 
ites with the American concert public. Mme. 
Calve's voice is reduced to a curious and ill 
matched assortment of vocal remnants. It has 
a delicious high B, mezza voce. The F and F 
sharp are strident in tone and unceftain as to 
pitch. The middle voice is colorless, the G and 
A being almost as toneless as the speaking 
voice. The lower tones are still rich. Great 
volume the singer cannot achieve with pleasant 
results in any part of her range. 

With this uncertain medium it is evident that 
she must select her program with care. It is 
not surprising, therefore, that she should have 
avoided everything that would tax her voice 
seriously. As a single concession to musical 
earnestness she presented Beethoven's In ques- 
ta tomba with a rhythmical eccentricity that 
completely disguised the composition. There 
Was an aria from Boito’s “ Mefistofele” of awe 
inspiring’ ugliness, delivered with vocal effects 
that astonished if they did not move to.admi- 
ration. Gounod’s “Stances de Sapho,” the same 
master’s Serenade,“ a duet from “ Cavalleria,” 
and an old French folk song completed her 
share of the program.

Mme. Calvé’s interpretative art suffers under 
the restraints of the concert stage. Thus in 
the Habanera”™ she cast the accompanist for 
the part of Don José, achieving thereby a new 
accent surely and adding much to the gayety 
of the occasion. Further evidence of her ccn- 
sciousness of her interpretative limitations is 
to be discovered in the fact that she needs the 
assistance of a “concert company,” an institu- 
tion now happily reserved for the provinces. 
Neither Ortrud nor Brtinhilde demands such as- 
sistance. But Carmen always was a sociable 
person. 

Her companions on this occasion were suffi- 
ciently harmless and mildly diverting. A tenor 
whom the program described "as: Sig. Galiléo 
Gasparri disclosed the possession of a nice 
voice of parlor dimensions, amplified by an in- 
terpretative method which one may define as 
calesthenic. The accompanist, M. Emiliano Re- 
naud, followed the singers discreetly and with 
many unwilling concessions to their wunder- 
standing of rhythmical values. He also con- 
tributed two groups of soli which were patiently 
received by the audience, a few indomitable en- 
thusiasts excepted.

An extraordinary instance of long hours of 

labor came to light through the sweating com- 
mittee of the house.of lords. A Roumanian Jew, 
about 35, small, and of. poor physique, Was ex-

The Ocean's Wealth. 


Seldom or never has the enormous importance 
of the harvest of the sea been more forcibly 
represented than it was by Prof. Huxley in the 
address which he delivered at the International 
Fisheries exhibition some years ago.

“cod mountain,” and one week's supply of the 
herrings needed to keep that area of cod from 
starving. London might be victualed with her- 
ring for a year on a day’s consumption of the 
countless shoals of uncaught cod.

She says 
that the English housewife does not know 
enough: about the purchasing and qualities of 
foods, so that when the servant makes a mess 
of it, the mistress does not Know how to put 
her right.“ 

From a casual experience with a dozen or 
more fairly representative English women of 
the class she has especially in mind, doctors’ 
wives and women whose husbands have a me- 
dium sort of an income, my own conclusion is 
that English girls of a generation or two ago 
were not brought up to know anything definite 
about such household matters as cooking; and 
tLat the baker, the bun maker, and all the street 
merchants have always been generously pa- 
tronized by the middle class women.

Ruskin vehemently urged the girls to whom 
he lectured to learn to cook, but even today the 
women who go to cooking schools mostly go so 
that they may teach cookery, since there is a 
great and growing demand for instruction in 
this domestic science branch. 

Every city of any size in the kingdom prob- 
ably has its cooking school. Men and boys are 
going to these schools, where such are provided 
for them, so that they may be cooks. 

Of course the girls who go to our own cook- 
ing schools, which give diplomas, aré preparing 
themselves to be teachers, but soom the supply 
is going to be so great that many of them will 
enter the catering industry, as some of them 
are doing here, to the gain of public cookery. 

Miss W. is also interested in having the Eng- 
lish make better use of their splendid supplies 
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of fish of many varieties. She has investigated 
the way the French in Soho make use of the 
fish of England, and has tried to show her com- 
patriots What can be learned from them. 

She believes, however, that one must have 
the fish of the Mediterranean to make a real 
boulllabaise, and along this line she has had 
some amiable controversies with other writers 
or cookery hereabouts. 

The English seem fond of their fish, and they 
fry it well, but usually without a bit of sea- 
soning, according to the good, English principle 
in cooking anything. A fried sole was prepared 
for my supper last Sunday evening, and I real- 
ized then, as I had not before, how milky white, 
melting, and unfishy it was. It was served 
without sauce or seasoning. 

The plaice, as far as my experience goes, 
ia exceedingly fishy. When it tastes perfectly 
fresh and good I cannot stand the odor. 


„ 


Perhaps now is the time to speak of fishy 
frostings, by which I mean those made dt but- 
ter. The London caterers make these in many 
decorative forms and variously colored. They 
are most attractive in appearance, but they are 
quite likely to taste fishy, because some dirt 
gets into what was the best of butter. They 
must be made of the best. 

The English everywhere use unsalted butter, 
which seems much more like a solid cream than 
salted butter ever can, and is within the reach 
of any one who can get cream and a clean glass 
bottle. I have made it myself in three minutes, 

A favorite flavoring for the butter frosting 
is the mocha, which is most variously spelled. 
The following recipe I have from a most re- 
liable source: 

MOCHA ICING—Three ounces of fresh but- 
ter, four ounces and a half of icing sugar, fla- 
voring, and coloring.

Beecroft Among Speakers. 


S. D. Waldron of the Packard Motor Car com- 
pany, Detroit; David Beecroft, editor of Motor 
Age, Chicago: M. L. Pulcher. Federal Motor Truck 
company, Detroit; and John C. Wetmore, a New 
York neuspaper men, spoke at the meeting. L. II. 
Kittridge, vice president of the Peerless Motor Car 
company, read a speech which was supposed to 
have been made by A. L. Pope of the Pope Manu- 
facturing company of Hartford, Conn. 

Mr. Waldron talked knowingly of the commeroial 
car. He emphasized the possibilities of the truck, 
and the hopes and aims of the makers. Mr. Beecroft 
confined himself to a great problem now confront- 
ing the commercial car owners—the unnecessary 
delays ot motor trucks at railway and steamship 
line terminals. 

Mr. Pulcher elaborated on the theme. The inju- 
dicious method of selling commercial vehicles was 


an intellgent summary of the service and demon- 


stration problems which today are hectoring truck 
salesmen and manufacturers throughout the coun- 
try.

After “Big Nine.” 


STRONG TEAMS TO ENTER. 


Authorities of Several Schools 
Will Meet After Close of 
Football Season.

As’ soon as the present football season is 
over efforts will be made by athletic authori- 
ties of the leading western Catholic insti- 
tutions to form a Catholic cofference which 
will be modeled after the Big Nine.” 

As there is no big game in Chicago on 
Thanksgiving day, a contest between the 
strong elevens of the Catholic organization 
would be a welcome surprise to local fol- 
lowers of football. It is a well known fact 
thet teams representing Notre Dame, Mar- 
quette, and St. Louls always have played 
an advanced article of football and a game 
in Chicago on turkey day between the lead- 
ing elevens would be an attractive affair. 

There are enough Catholic institutions in 
the west to form such an organization. Notre 
Dame, Marquette, St. Louls, Loyola, and 
St. Viator could form a nucleus for such a 
Conference. There are enough other Catholic 
institutions in this section to increase the 
membership if considered advisable. 

“Little Five“ Proves Success. 
A few years ago the “ Little Five” was 


organized. This minor college conference 
hes proved a success. Ite athietic contests have 


already are attracting a great deal of interest in 
the west. In all probability the membership of 
this organization will be increased at the next 
meeting of representatives, ase severel colleges 
have filed applicatione. 

It is a hard matter for the strong western Catho- 
lle teams to schedule games with the big western 
elevens. Notre Dame this season is represented 
one of the strongest elevens ever developed at the 
South Bend university. With the exception of the 
Marquette game, the Hoosier eleven has had only 
three others games which can be considered of 
any importance. 

Notre Dame has met and defeated Wabash, St. 
Louls, and Pitteburgh, and the Marquette game 
in Chicago on Thanksgiving day fills out a mediocre 
schedule.
